Washington, D. C., June 27.—Just a 
small Incident In Itself, but very- dis¬ 
turbing nevertheless. Is the prelli^n- 
ary official estimate of the affair 
Hemot, Cal., yesterday, involving the 
forcible expulsion from the community 
of a band of Korean fruit pickers. 

It Is expected that the Incident will 
be the subject of future representations 
by the Japanese ambassador as soon 
as he has been advised by the acting 
Japanese consul-general at Ban Fran¬ 
cisco of all the facts. It will be In¬ 
cumbent on Secretary Bryan to trans¬ 
mit any complaint to Governor John¬ 
son. with an Intimation that the presi¬ 
dent relies on him to see that justice 
Is done to aliens within the United 
States under the terms of existing 
treaties. Beyond that It is scarcely 
possible for the national government 
to go, at this stage at least, though 
later It may become necessary to ask 
congress to Indemnify those Koreans 
who have suffered any financial loss.

SIX DROWNED WDEN - ORGANIZED LABOR IN DUKE OF SUTHERLAND 
LAUNCH OVERTURNS CANADA-INCREASING DIES AGED SIXTY-TWO 

Fatality Occurred at Edmonton Government Report Gives Was Well Known in Western 
Last Night When Snag in Membership in 1912 as Canada as Colonizer and

AIUl, June *7.—Before 
hundreds of spectators, who were en¬ 
joying thorn selves on the river banks 
loot evening at 8.SO, six well-known 
Edmonton young people were drowned 
dose to the low level bridge by the 
overturning of g gasoline launch.

Ottawa, June 17.—The second annual 
report on labor organisation In Canada, 
covering 1812, has been Issued by the 
Department of Lgbor. From the Intro¬ 
ductory pages it I* noted that trade 
union membership, In common with 
other activities of Industrial life In 
Canada during the past year, Increased 
considerably during the year 1811 At 
the end of 1811 the membership was re¬ 
ported at 188,188; at the dose of 1912 It 
stood at 180,180. 

This membership, it may be noted, la 
contained In 1888 local trade union or¬ 
ganisations. The local bodies are af¬ 
filiated at larger central organisations, 
save In twenty-eight Instances where 
the unions are local and Independent. 
The central bodies are chiefly Interna¬ 
tional in character, and five-sixths of 
the Canadian members are affiliated 
with International central unlone. A 
membership of 188,389 la credited to 
1,888 local branches of international 
central bodies, an increase of 18,774 
members and 107 locale on the figures 
for 1911. Canadian organisations re¬ 
port 817 local branches, with a total 
membership of 18,818 for 1913: In 1911 
there were 191 local branches and a 
membership somewhat under the total 
for lift Besides there are the twenty- 
eight Independent bodies mentioned 
above. 

Much Interesting Information Is 
given as to the classes of labor chiefly 
affected or unaffected by organisation. 
The compilers of the report estimate 
the proportion of organised labor In 
Canada at about 8 per rent of the 
whol« number of wage-earners, the 
total of which is placed at 1,800.000. Not 
much organisation, the report states, 
la found among women workers 

A chapter of the report Is devoted to 
a discussion of the beneficiary systems 
of trades unionism. Not all the unions; 
have reported on this subject, but the 
information collected shows the wide 
and Important Influence which organ¬ 
ised labor of North America plays In 
this department of Industrial life. The 
beneficiary expenditures of sixty-eight 
of the International central trade union 
organisations operating In the United 
State* and Canada are shown to be of 
great magnitude. The grand total of 
the disbursements of these organisa¬ 
tions for the last fiscal' year reported 
(usually 1911-18). Is placed at 118,798.- 
000, more than half of this amount be¬ 
ing on account of death claims. The 
largest expenditures reported for an 
Individual organisation Is that record¬ 
ed for death benefits in the case of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
where the disbursements reached II,- 
889.934. While returns were not re¬ 
ceived from all centra) organisations 
operating In the Dominion and the 
United States taken together, the re¬ 
turns for Canada alone not being avail¬ 
able. 

The report gives some attention to 
new movements In labor organisation, 
known respectively as Industrial 
Unionism and Syndicalism. The first- 
named. which has been endorsed by 
the Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada, looks to the closer federation 
or abtual consolidation of all craft 
unions. Syndicalism, represented by 
ths Industrial Workers of the World, 
and which has already figured in ex- 
1 tensive industrial struggles in Canada, 
Is opposed to old-line trade unionism, 
and is described as "frankly revolu¬ 
tionary" In character, a statement 
which seems to be fully borne out by 
the preamble of the I. W. W. consti¬ 
tution. 

The report throws light on many 

aspects of those Industrial problems to 
which the social student and Investi¬ 
gator is now more and more * nlng 
hls attention. It serves at th Mime 
time to meet the requirements of a’ 
wider constituency, viewed as a direct¬ 
ory of trade unions for the Dominion 
for the year 1913; the directory fea¬ 
tures Include particulars of every 

known trade union In Canada, together 
with the names and addresses of the 
executive officers of each separate body 
appearing In Canadian trades union¬ 
ism, the total number of organizations 
Concerning which these details are 
given being considerably over two 

thousand.

London, June 28.—The Duke of 
Sutherland died at 1 o’clock yepterday 
at Duarobtn Castle, Sutherlands hire. 

HI* Grace the Duke of Sutherland 
was born on July 20, 1851, being the sob 
of the third Duke, whom he succeeded 
in 1892. At the age of 19 he enterod 
the 2nd Life Guards, from which he 
retired with the rank of lieutenant, five 
years later. From 1882 to 1891 he waS 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the Sutherland 
Rifles. From 1874 to 1888 he was mem¬ 
ber of parliament for 8uther)sndshlre 
In the Liberal Interests, and was an 
alderman, as well as Mayor, of Long- 
ton, which latter office he filled from 
1895 to 1898. He was Lord-Lieutenent 
of Sutherkindshire from 1892 to 1898, 
and In 1892 was appointed Hon Colonel 
of the Queen's Own Staffordshire Yeo¬ 
manry. 

With the exception of the Czar of 
Russia, Hls Grace was the largest 
landowner in Europe, hls Scottish es¬ 
tates embracing nearly a million and a 
half arms. He also owned 30,000 acres 
In Staffordshire, and much landed 
property In other countries. He was 
a noted sportsman and yachtsman, and 
visited foreign parts on shooting trips. 

Ths Duke was married In 1884 to 
lady Mllltcent St. Clair Ersklne, 
daughter of the fourth Earl of Ross- 
lyn, a lady whose practical Interest In 
charitable works In general and the 
advancement of the Industries of the 
ScottlMh people In partlcylar, as well 
as her many gifts, has given her a 
high prestige apart from that confer¬ 
red by her rank. Two sons and one 
daughter were born to them, of whom 
the eldest, the Marquis of Stafford, 
a ho visited Victoria with hls father 
last year, succeed* To the dukedom. 

The Duke was well-known to many 
Canadians, owing to the great interest 
he took In this country. He had bound¬ 
less faith In it* possibilities, and pur¬ 
chased large tracts of land for colon¬ 
ization purposes, chiefly for the benefit 
of bis own tenants. He owned many 
acres of land at Brooks, Alta., and was 
also a landowner In British Columbia. 

He visited the West several times in 
the Interests of his property, and spent 
some time In Victoria last year, ac¬ 
companied by the Marquis of Stafford, 
and also by the Duchess. 

Besides Dunrobln Castle In Buther- 
landshirc, the Duke also owned Staff¬ 
ord House In London, which it was 
recently announced had been purchas¬ 
ed by the King for the Prince of Wales. 
This was built on such magnificent 
lines, that Queen Victoria, once visit-] 
Ing It, Is recorded to have remarked to 
the former Duchess: "I come from 
my house to your palace.’’

FRIEDMANN CURE 
1$ REPORTED ON 

Dr, McPhedran Heard on Ap¬ 
pendicitis at Canadian Medi¬ 
cal Association Meeting 

London, Ont. June 27;—A symposium 
on "diseases of the stomach, medical 
and surgioal aspects.’’ Introduced by 
Dr. Alexander McPhedran. or Toron¬ 
to. occupied the attention of the Can¬ 
adian Medical Association yesterday. 
It was a meeting of the combined sec¬ 
tions. and many Important points 'a 
relation to atomach diseases were 
brought out by the various speakers. 
Dr. McPhedran termed the present age 
the surgical one In treatment of stom¬ 
ach diseases, but recent advances In 
abdominal ireatment had been greater 
in physiology than In surgery. . 

“I think that in a good many cases,” 
said Dr. McPhedran. "where surgeons 
open the stomach and look at the ap¬ 
pendix they find it quite healthful. Of 
course, though, they remove the ap¬ 
pendix on principle, and sometimes the 
patient feels much better." 

In order to allay public excitement 
and to afford to the medical profession 
and the people of Canada, authoritative 
statement regarding the value of Dr. 
Friedmann’s treatment, the Canadian 
Association for the Prevention of Tu¬ 
berculosis nominated a committee of 
five members to study and report upon 
cases inoculated by Dr. Friedmann at 
Montreal. Ottawa. Toronto and Lon¬ 
don.. 

That committee has pdded to Itself 
those physicians who have had under 
their observation the cases treated In 
those cities. The committee thus con¬ 
stituted reports that it has carefully 
studied the cases and history of the 
patients innoculated by Dr. Fried¬ 
mann’s serum. 

| They number, altogether 114, namely, 
for Montreal 10. for Ottawa 10, for To¬ 
ronto 81, for I.ondoh 18. 

As a result of the observations fromj 
March 21 to the present, the following' 
conclusions seem justified: 

L The Inoculations have neither con- 1 
stantly nor frequently been followed by 
marked change In the clinical course of 
lhe disease. 

2. The cure, or progress toward cure, 
claimed by Dr. Friedmann, for the 
treatment, has neither constantly or 
frequently even, taken place In the 
time during which these cases have 1 
been under observation. 

3. Thus, upon Investigation, the com¬ 
mittee finds that the results have been 
disappointing, and that the claims 
made for his remedy by Dr. Friedmann 
have not been proved, and that nothing 
has been found to justify any confi¬ 
dence in the remedy.

A war office so Ill-informed 
of the resources, numbers and courage 
of the enemy as to expect seventy 
thousand men to accomplish what 
afterwards required a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion was more responsible for the Initial 
disasters which clouded their annals 
than the officers who commanded In 
the flekl. It Is a striking commentary 
on the splendid record of General 
Hamilton Hint none of the barbed ar¬ 
rows of criticism which flew promiscu¬ 
ously around could be aimed In his di¬ 
rection. and to his effective service In 
that campaign is due the high place he 
now fills In the war department of the 
empire. r 

The general is not an advocate of 
conscription, and we take off our hats 
to him In consequence. He does favor 
military training on the voluntary basis 
and the cadet movement In the schools.

A FORGO TTEN CHAPTER 

Proclamation ef Cemetery Ordnance 
Amendment Aot Recalls 
Mayer’s Letter. 

A subject which cauaed considerable 
stir shortly after Mayor Morley re¬ 
turned to office has now been finally 
closed by the proclamation In the cur¬ 
rent issue of the Provincial Gazette, of 
the Cemetery ' Ordinance Amendment 
act, pasaed last session. 

The immediate connection between 
Ml act of this name and the harbor im¬ 
provement scheme Is not (pi mod lately 
apparent but Its association goes back 
over s term of years Into the days of 
colonial history. When this province 
was a British colony lands at Ogden 
Point and along the foreshore of what 
Is now the Dallas road were trans¬ 
ferred by the government of the day 
to the corporation for park purposes. 
So they continued over several decades, 
an unimproved strip of land between 
the road and the beach. When the 
Dominion governtn it initiated the 
harbor Improvement scheme, property 
at the breakwater site had to be ses 
cured because the federal government 
refuses to buUd permanent works upon 
land not vested In'the M rown. As* the 
city cannot transfer lands held in 
trust, application was made to the pro¬ 
vincial government by resolution 
passed last July to amend the original 
act so that the land could be retrans¬ 
ferred to the goverument In the Indi¬ 
rect method. 

When Mayor Morley returned to of¬ 
fice he at once pointed out In a lengthy 
communication to the council that It 
was alienating an interest In valuable 
property, but the majority of the al¬ 
dermen took sides against him, declar¬ 
ing It would be an set of repudiation 
to go back on the arrangement already 
reached and they succeeded in pre¬ 
venting any change 6i4ng carried out 
In the plan adopted last year. Now the 
formal proclamation bringing the en¬ 
actment into force la advertised. 


8AYS HE THREATENED. 

Allegation Made Againat Husband by 
Wife—Bail Refuted Pending 
' Hearing. 

Francis W. Buck was In the police 
court deck this morning charged with 
having threatened hla wife yesterday 
by using the words. “I will blow your 
brains out” On being asked by the 
magistrate whether he wanted time to 
get witnesses or a lawyer, the defend¬ 
ant said he preferred to have a law¬ 
yer. and a remand until to-morrow 
was granted. 

He then asked that h« be allowed

Some of the Needs. 

“Under the old arrangement with the, 
city, we received an Annual grant of 
$10,000. About two years ago this was ( 
aitered to a grant of $1.50 per diy tor' 
each city indigent patient, and the city 
health officer was constituted the sole 
authority as to who was. or was not, 
to be classified as such. This arrange¬ 
ment has worked out to the great dis¬ 
advantage of the hospital. The city 
health officer interprets his instruc¬ 
tions as allowing him no latitude, and 
therefore the hospital has not received 
any aid (since the new scheme was In¬ 
augurated) from the city towards the 
cost of a large cltss of patients. 

"The number of patients seeking ad¬ 
mission has grown with the city, and 
the days’ stay has correspondingly in¬ 
creased. We admitted 326 more pa¬ 
tients last year than the year before.
